G. M. Stout Testifies That 
in 1926 Corrections Were 
Made in Literature of 
Firm. 


Gainesville, Ga., November 26.—() 
Financial affairs of the bankrupt 
Adair Realty and Trust company of 
Atlanta had reached the point in 1926 
that officers of the company admitted 
certain financial statements which had 
been used might be “misleading” if 
their use was continued, a former em- 
ployee of the company declared here 
today in the trial of four senior offi- 
cers of the defunct company for using 
the mails to defraud. 

The company, described as the larg- 
est and oldest financial house in the 
south, with 60 years of business be-

G. M. Stout, who was connected 
with the bond department of the com- 
pany, at one time as assistant vice 


president, described to C. W. Hager, 
district attorney, how he had written 
the company manufacturing the Adair 
stationery to discontinue items in fi- 
nancial statements of the Adair com- 
pany except the capital stock and sur- 
plus, which had been placed in pam- 
phlets and advertising matter.

Prof. A. H. Armstrong, business 
manager of the Georgia Tech Athletic 
council, and Dr. M. L. Brittain, presi- 
dent of Tech, declared Monday night 
that they had received no word from 
the Rose bowl committee. Pending 
further information they would make 
no statement, 

Meeting Set Today. 

California’s football team will meet 
with the athletic council at Berkeley 
Tuesday morning and decide upon ac- 
ceptance of the unofficial invitation,

Both California and Tech are un- 
defeated by college elevens this year, 
though the Golden Bears were beaten 
by the Olympic A. C., 12-0, and were 
tied 0-0 by Southern California and 
13-13 by Stanford. 

Dr. Armstrong indicated the ath- 
letic council will be pleased to con- 
sider the proposal, though he would 
give no indication of that body’s ulti- 
mate decision.

Remains at 101; Doctors 
Pay Three Visits Dur- 


ing Day. 


DUKE OF YORK 
STAYS AT PALACE 


Populace Grows Appre- 
hensive as Monarch 
Fails To Show Indica- 
tion of Rallying. 


London, November 26.—(United 
News.)—The storm-shaken’ British 
Isles waited in vain tonight for reas- 
suring word from the room in Buck- 
ingham palace where King George V 
lies in bed, feverish and restless, due 
to pleurisy which has developed 
since the monarch suffered a cold and 
a congested lung nearly a week ago. 

An official bulletin issued by the 
king’s physicians only added to the 
growing concern which has been held 
throughout the British empire for 24 
hours. It said the king’s temperature 
had risen to 101.6 degrees after an 
“uncomfortable” day. The patient’s 
strength was maintained, the doctors 
said. 

News Not Encouraging. 

The not encouraging bulletin said: 

“His majesty, the king, has not 
had a comfortable day, his tempera- 
ture now is 101.6 but the pleurisy is 
not extended further, His strength is 
maintained. 

(Signed) “STANLEY HEWETT, 
“Dawson of Penn.” 

The announcement was in line 
with other bulletins last night and 
today which said the king’s fever was 
increasing and that pleurisy had de- 
veloped, although unofficially it was 
maintained that King George had 
passed a “satisfactory” day. 

The tension of British subjects was 
shown by the large crowds which 
stood outside Buckingham palace 
throughout the day and the many dis- 
tinguished callers who sought infor- 
mation of the ruler’s condition. 

Queen Goes for Ride 

Queen Mary, Princess Mary an‘ 
the Duchess of York went for an auto- 
mobile ride shortly before 3 p. an 
and smiled gheerfully at. the men 
who raised their hats and the wom- 
en who bowed as they passed. 

Bulletins were placed on a railing 
in the forecourt at Buckingham pal- 
ace this afternoon to keep the wait- 
ing crowd informed of the king’s con- 
dition. It was the first time this 
had been done and officials explained 
that it was for the purpose of elim- 
inating questioning of police and sen- 
tries by the crowd.

FUROPEAN STORMS 
COST 100 LIVES 
AND MANY SHIPS 


Gales Moderate Slightly 
Over England But Con- 
tinue Destruction on 
Belgian Coast. 


London, Novémber 26.—(/)—The 
recurring hurricanes which have been 
scourging the west coast of Europe 
with ruthless fury for four days has 
heaped up tonight an appalling list of 
marine disasters which involved, per- 
haps, 100 deaths and @®he loss of a 
score af vessels of substantial ton- 
nages. 

While the. furious gale has mode- 
rated considerably in the English 
channel and over the French and 
Spanish littorals, the storm still raged 
tonight along the coasts of Belgium 
and The Netherlands. The Belgian 
lowlands particularly suffered inunda- 
tions as the sea was driven in by the 
raging winds, overflowing rivers and 
breaking down dykes to the .great dis- 
tress of densely populated districts. 

In England the lives lost ashore 
were no great number but the prop- 
erty damage was great over wide 
areas. The Shipping Intelligence to- 
night was full of reports of gallant 
rescues of mariners from angry seas, 
of abandoned or sunken ships, of un- 
identified derelicts the crew of which 
may or may not have perished, and 
of crippled crafts crawling perilously 
toward a safe anchorage. 

The finest rescue feat, perhaps, was 
the saving of th® entire crew of the 
German training ship Pommern. Sev- 
enty nine men, including 66 cadets, 
were taken off by the German tug 
Heros when the schoolship became 
helpless near the Isle of Guernsey, in 
the English channel. The Heros 
fought to reach the men for 24 hours. 
Three liners, also responding to the 
distress calls, poured oil-on the seas 
to aid the rescue, After several at-

Finger prints of the suspect, who is 
held in the state penitentiary at Lin- 
coln were compared with those found 
in the Stribling home but police te 
night declined to say whether a simi- 
larity had been found. 

More complete hand and _ finger 
prints of Bird were taken by Cap, 
tain J. H. Dempster, of the Coun- 
cil Bluffs, lowa, police department on 
both flat and circular surfaces. Im 
pressions also were made of portions | 
of the hand not ordinarily included in 
routine records. 

Bird's assertion that he was inno- 
cent remained unshaken. No one | 
side the Council Bluffs county authori- 
ties talked to him today. 

Council Bluffs officials were silent, 
refusing to say whether they intended 
to seek the return of the negro to 
Iowa. where they assert the attack 
was made on Stribling and his wife, 
giving them jurisdiction.

Bird told authorities he was 
anxious to have Mrs. Stribling see him 
and declared she would prove to them 
he was not the man sought.

Dr. E. Y. Mullins Called Per- 
fect Example of Truth 
in Life. 


Louisville, Ky., November 26.—(P) 
Dignitaries and laymen of the Bap- 
tist denomination and leaders of many 
other faiths paid final tribute ~to 
the memory of Dr, E, Y¥. Mul- 
lins, president of the . Southern 
Baptist ‘Theological seminary, former 
president of the Baptist World Al- 
liance, and kidely known as a writer 
on religious subjects, at funeral serv- 
ices -held at the Broadway Baptist 
church. 

Final rites for the Baptist leader 
who died Friday, following an illness 
which resulted from a stroke of par- 
alysis suffered last June shortly be- 
fore he was to address the Baptist 
World Alliance at Toronto, Canada, 
were simple. 

Eulogies and testimonials of the 
character and zeal of the theologian 
were delivered by Dr. A. T. Roabert- 
son, representing the faculty of the 
seminary. Dr, Z. T. Cody, editor 
of the Baptist Courier, of Green- 
ville, S. C.; Dr. John MacNeil, of 
| Loronto, who succeeded Dr. Mullins 
‘as head of the Baptist World Alliance, 
ee Dr. George W. Truett, of Dal- 
‘las, president of the Southern Baptist 
convention: 

Two leaders of other faiths, the 
Rev. John M. Vandermeulen, presi- 
dent of the Presbyterian Theological 
seminary, of Kentucky, and Very Rey. 
Richard McCready, dean of Christ 
Church cathedral, took part in the 
service, the former leading the con- 
gregation in prayer, and the latter 
reading the fifteenth chapter of 1 
Corinthians, containing St. Paul's 
great prophecy of immortality, from the 
church altar. 

“If ever lived a man to see a life 
well rounded out, that man was our

iby Dr. Robertson, who added Qthat 
‘the departed religionist was “God’s 
gift to the seminary, to southern Bap- 
tist, Baptists the world over and to 
the kingdom of God everywhere.” 

Dr. Cole declared Dr. Mullins’ 
ereatest attribute was his versatility, 
and his greatest accomplishment his 
success in welding together the fac- 
tions of his denomination when threat- 


ism and modernism. 

Referring to Dr. Mullins as a 
scholar, Dr. MacNeill said the late 
Baptist leader “had a marvelous ca- 
pacity of synchronizing truth in his 
thought and in his crystal clear 
words.”

Dr. Helen M. Strong, geographer 
of the United States Department of 
Commerce and the first woman to 
appointed by President Coolidge on 
the United States Geographic board. 
left Atlanta for Washington Monday 
afternoon, following a conference with 
Charles Marshall. prominent local 
business man and newly-elected presi- 
dent of the National Stationers and 
Office Outfitters, regarding coopera- 
tion with the association and ways 
and means of popularizing the use of 
maps. 

Dr. Strong addressed the Second 
Southeastern Foreign Trade conference 
here last week and then went to 
Birmingham. where she talked before 
1.500 students of the Birmingham 
High schoo) and Birmingham South- 
ern university. 

The geographic department is a 
new branch of the department of 
commerce, having: been in existence 
for only about four years. The pur- 
pose of this department, Dr. Strong 
explained, is to give information im 
regard to new boundaries, changed 
names of foreign cities, new railroads 
and air lines in foreign countries and 
a mass of similar facts that could 
not be obtained in any other way. The 
agents of the department of commerce, 
she stated, are located in every coun- 
try on the globe and work in coopera- 
tion with her department which en- 
ables it to keep absolutely up to date 
records of all such matters. 

Another kind of service rendered is 
in locating the position of little 
known towns and cities from whicb 
manufacturers might hear by mail 
and be unable to reply to because of 
a lack of sufficient address. 

Dr. Strong stated that the main 
thing she wanted to do was to ac 
quaint the business men of the coun- 
try with the kind of information that 
her department can furnish.

AS TO CHRISTMAS TREES. 
The “Christmas tree” is an in- 


| Stitution, particularly in this coun- 


try, and should always remain so. 
It is next in importance, in the 
home where there are children, to 
Santa Claus and the proverbial 
stocking in “the fireplace corner.” 
But there are trees and trees, and 
the right and wrong kind, and the 
right and wrong way to gather 
them. 

Three million Christmas trees will 
be exported to the United States 
from New’ Brunswick, Canada, 
alone, for the Christmas trade, it is 
estimated, according to a report re- 
ceived at the Atlanta offices of the 
federal department of commerce. 

The chief markets up to the pres- 
ent have been Boston and New 
York, but this year it is reported 
that Chicago, Atlanta and New Or- 
leans are brying trees from the 
Canadian province. 


Christmas trees are shipped on 
large flat cars or “‘gondolas,” about 
1,000 bundles to a car, each bundle 
containing from four to six trees 
tightly wired together. It is esti- 
mated that about 600 cars will be 
loaded in New Brunswick during 
the Christmas tree season.

Even if only one out 
of every score of prospects bites, and 
writes to the fake ‘doctor’ for fur- 
ther details about the right foods in 
the right way, the game pays. 
“Hydrocarbons” are oils or fats: 
‘earbohydrates” are starches or su- 
gars; exclude these two kinds of food 
material from the diet and you have 
nothing left to eat but proteid.

Valhjalmur Stefansson has proved 
that one may live quite comfortably 
on an exclusive meat (proteid) diet 
for many months, but this self styled 
“doctor” has no more reason for ad- 
vising such a diet than he has for 
assuring unfortunate readers that a 
fast will cure cancer.

OF MOON LASTS 
FOR HOUR’S TIME 


The first total eclipse of the moon 
sinee June, 1927, began about 1:30 
o'clock this morning and ended around 
4:30. o'clock, the longest period on 
record in several years. 

Beginning at 1:30 o'clock. totality 
was reached at 2:30 o'clock, -At ap- 
proximately’ 3:30 o'clock the total 
eclipse ended and an hour later, .the 
full moon blazed forth again. 

This .year’s eclipse was of particu- 
lar importance to astronomers since 
they had almost an hour in which to 
study the question of whether — the 
moun possesses qualities of luminosity 
and heat radiation of its own.

VESTRIS INVESTIGATION 


DRAGS IN NEW YORK 


—_——_— oes coer > = 


New York, November 26.—(4)— 
Captain Luther Martin Overstreet, U. 
S. N., commander of the battleship 
Wyoming, was the first witness to 
day at the federal inquiry into the 
sinking of the Lamport & Holt liner 
Vestris two weeks ago today. He 
told of his ship’s part in the rescue 
work. 

The Wyoming was 250 miles away 
when the Vestris reported by radio 
at 10 a. m. that it was sinking off 
the Virginia Capes. It reached the 
scene early the next morning, first 
saving a negro fireman on an im- 


provised raft and then five women 
clinging to an overturned lifeboat. 


Criticizes Lifebelts. 


Captain Overstreet eriticized the life- 
belts on the Vestris, saying that they 
were constructed in such a way that 
the head of the wearer was un- 
supported and in an exhausted con- 
dition could fall forward into the 
water. They should be built close un- 
der the chin, he said, to hold the 
head up, 
With such 
high-built beltes, he testified, a swim- 
mer could remain alive although half 
drowned and worn out with the buf- 
feting of the waves. 

The navy officer estimated that 20 
hours would be the limit of human 
endurance in the water in waves such 
as there were during the Vestris res- 
cue work, | 

“It is remarkable,” he said, “that 
any of those women stood the beat- 
ing of the sea all night long.” 

United States Attorney Tuttle, who 
is eonducting the inquiry, asked Cap- 
tain Overstreet if he knew of any ex- 
isting lifebelts of better construction 
than those on the Vestris. 

“I believe our navy lifebelts sup- 
port the head and shoulders more ef- 
ficiently,” the captain replied. 

Harry Wheeler, superintendent of 
the Lamport & Holt line, testified 
next, expressing the opinion that the 
leaks that sank the Vestris might 


have been caused by any one of four 


possibilities. 
Leaky Doors And Ports. 


Other witnesses have told of leaky 
doors snd ports and have said that 
water anparently was rushing into 
the hull also from some other source 
which could not be located. 

The four possible causes for this 
leaking suggested by Wheeler were: 
Rupture of the shell plate, parting of 
seam rivets, fracturing of a sea con- 
nection, and straining of coal ports 


and side doors by heavy seas. 


“There. is no evidence before me,” 
the line superintendent said, “as to 
which possibility occurred.”
